)iploma,  which  was  created  in  the  1980s.  Through  discussions  with  students,  faculty, 
arents,  alumni,  Board  members,  and  the  Leadership  Team,  the  new  Ashbury  Diploma  is 
ieing  redefined  and  will  be  unveiled  this  fall.  The  purpose  of  an  Ashbury  Diploma  is  to 
insure  that  our  students  acquire  the  skills,  knowledge,  attitudes,  and  experiences  that  will 
propel  them  towards  a  brighter  future.  This  new  Diploma  will  therefore  not  solely  consist  of 
fxtra  course  requirements  in  addition  to  those  required  for  the  Ontario  Secondary  School 
diploma.  One  of  the  sources  of  ideas  for  this  project  was  Harvard  professor  Tony  Wagner's 
lecent  book,  The  Global  Achievement  Gap,  where  he  lists  the  following  skills  that  students 
[vill  need  to  succeed  in  the  twenty-first  century  world:  critical  thinking  and  problem- 
plving,  collaboration  across  networks  and  leading  by  influence,  agility  and  adaptability, 
^litiative  and  entrepreneurialism,  effective  oral  and  written  communication,  accessing  and 
analyzing  information,  and  curiosity  and  imagination.  Ashbury  hosted  a  TedX  Youth  event 
jhis  year  and  alumnus  Mark  Ouseley's  (class  of  '06)  presentation  on  fresh  new  ways  and 
ttitudes  to  re-use  waste  served  as  an  excellent  example  of  the  skills  for  the  21st  century 
earner.
